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Council approves contract with SPCA 


Councillors approved a three- 
year contract between the Town 
of Fort Erie and the Fort Erie SPCA 
for animal control service and pet 
licensing enforcement. 

The decision was postponed 
to the May 2 meeting after 
councillors deemed they hadn’t 
received enough information to 
vote on the report. 

The new contract will extend 
the agreement between the two 
parties for three years, instead of 
the five years initially proposed, at 
a cost of approximately $433,000. 

Council amended the contract 
when SPCA staff agreed to lessen 


Council approves a town- 
built pavilion on Bay Beach 

Council took another step toward 
bettering Bay Beach Monday 
when they voted to approve a staff 
recommendation asking the Town 
to build a pavilion on Bay Beach. 

Staff had initially asked council 
to consider tearing down the 
existing Lobster Flouse structure 
and replacing it with an open air 


styling. This option was expected 


to cost anywhere between 
$150,000 and $200,000. 

Councillors instead chose 
to purchase an off-the-shelf 
pavilion at a cost of approximately 
$85,000. 

Town staff also had engineers 
examine the building to assess 
the feasibility of converting the 
existing Lobster Flouse structure 
into an open-air pavilion, but the 
cost extended to $550,000. 

The new pavilion is part of 
the new Bay Beach Master Plan, 
a rejuvenation project for the 
beachfront area spearheaded by 
the Town.

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What did they say? 


Many people’s lives were affected by the Battle of Ridgeway: soldiers fighting on the front lines; 
citizens fleeing from the enemy; local doctors caring for the wounded; officers planning battle 
manoeuvres; and politicians dealing with the aftermath. Many of those involved recorded their 
thoughts and actions, much like we do today on Facebook, Twitter, and Instagram. 


To commemorate the 150th Anniversary of the Battle of Ridgeway, Fort Erie Museum Services 
will be launching a new book of first hand accounts and paintings from the 1866 Fenian Raid. 
Written by Jane Davies and Jude Scott, this 78-page book gives the reader a sense of living 
through the conflict by focusing on quotations from people who were there at the time. The book 
includes 23 period watercolour paintings of the invasion from the Museum’s collection. 


A Queen’s Own soldier wrote: “The battle was now opened in earnest, and nothing but the whistle 
of bullets and the roar of the rifles could be heard.... it was at this time that we had the sensation 
fully and keenly experienced, of facing death in its most terrible 
form — in full health, young, active, very fond of life. There 
we stood — bullets whizzing past our ears, not knowing the 
moment one might go through our heads.”

Going through hoops for a good cause

The thought of running an

But four- to 13-year-olds? There’s 
a good chance they’ll say bring it 


on, especially if they’re among the 
hundreds who have already signed 
up for the 2016 Kids Ultimate 
Challenge on Sunday, lune 5. 

Not only will they take on mud 
puddles, hurdles, mountains of 
hay, and go through hoops along 
a one-kilometre course through 
Burgoyne Woods in St. Catharines, 
they'll also raise thousands of 
dollars for the Niagara Health 
System’s Children’s Health Unit. 

In short, it’s kids helping kids, 
and OneFoundation for Niagara 
Health System knows there’s no

one better for the job than a few 
hundred young philanthropists. 

Participants in the non-com¬ 
petitive event, modelled after the 
infamous Tough Mudder obsta¬ 
cle race, have raised more than 
$76,000 since the first Kids Ulti¬ 
mate Challenge three years ago. 
Last year's top fundraiser alone 
raised $2,700. 

“These are kids,” Elyse Howarth, 
OneFoundation communications 
specialist, said about the remarka¬ 
ble amount of money raised. "The 
Kids Ultimate Challenge not only 
promotes healthy, active play for 
kids, it also instills philanthropy in 
our participants, encouraging the 
notion of giving back from a young 
age.” 

And having fun while doing it. 

Participants climb, run, jump, 
and crawl through a dozen obsta¬ 
cles, including the most infamous: 
the mud pit. Many of the white 
t-shirts participants are given at 
the start of the event are worn as 


grass- and mud-stained badges of 
honour at the end. After all, some¬ 
times the best part is not making it 
through every obstacle unscathed. 

“Some of them make it over it, 
some of them don’t,” Howarth said 
with a laugh. “Our slogan is a day 
of mud, sweat and cheers.” 

Those cheers aren't just 
coming from spectators. They're 
coming from Children’s Health 
Unit patients and staff. 

Thanks to participants’ efforts, 
the unit has been able to purchase 
an incubator transport stretcher, 
two cribs, and a vascular imaging 
system that uses infrared light to 
enable staff to more easily find the 
veins of young patients requiring 
an IV or blood work. 

“Babies and children can have 
small and intricate veins, so start¬ 
ing IV’s on them can be very dif¬ 
ficult for the doctors and nurses. 
At times, the IV may need to be 
attempted several times, which 
causes more discomfort and stress

for the child," explained Carol 
Munro, clinical manager of the 
children's health unit. “This piece 
of equipment greatly benefits the 
children who are patients at our 
hospital.” 

OneFoundation hopes to have 
850 children — another sellout 
crowd — participate this year. 
Aside from the obstacle course, 
Kids Ultimate Challenge features a 
fun zone with inflatables, a barbe¬ 
cue and crafts. 

So far, more than 600 have regis¬ 
tered, attesting to the popularity of 
a day dedicated to families having 
fun for a good cause. 

“It’s completely blown up as kids 
have found out about it,” Howarth 
said. “It's a really great family day. 
It’s literally a sea of kids running 
with smiles on their faces and that 
makes it all worth it.”
